Justice Holmes of the United States

Airplanes were well- 
known in 1919 when this statute 
was passed, but it was admitted 
they were not mentioned in the re- 
ports. or in the debates in Con- 
gress.”’ 

He gave then his little lecture on 


the proper use of words by law- 


makers and the proper interpreta- 
tion of words by Judges: 
“Although it is not likely that a 
criminal will carefully consider the 
text of the law before he murders 
or ‘steals, it is reasonable that a 
fair warning should be given to 
the world in language that the 
common world will understand, of 
what the law intends to do iif a 
certain ‘line is passed. To make 
the warning fair, so far as possk 
ble the line should be clear, 
“When.a rule of conduct is laid 
down in words that evoke in the 


common mind only the picture -of ; 


vehicles moving on land, the stat- 
ute should not be extended to air- 
craft simply because it may seem 
to us that a similar policy applies, 
or upon the speculation that if the 
Legislature had tnought of it, very 
likely t-oader words would have 
been used.”

CONVICT IS FOUND DEAD 
IN “SOLITARY” AT JOLIET 


Chained to Bars Part of Each Day; 
' ‘Doctor Doubts Punishment ~ 
Caused Death.

JOLIET, Ill., March 9.—Joseph 
Coakley, 34 years old, serving a 
term of from one to 20 ygars for 
robbery committed in Cook County, 
was found dead in a solitary cell 
at the old State prison here, it be- 
came known today. 

Coakley was sent to the unlight- 
ed cell on Thursday because he 
the 
prison kitchen and was charged 
with taking butter without permis- 
sion. As part of his punishment 
he was confined in the cell, on a 
diet of bread and water and hand- 
cuffed to the cell door for several 
hours each day. 

Dr. C. J. Carlin, prison physician, 
who is required to examine prison- 
ers in solitary cells, said he saw 
Coakley on Friday and the man 
was in good health. He said a 
post mortem examination disclosed 
that Coakley’s death was caused by 
a blood clot in the heart. He said 
he did not think the solitary con- 
finement caused death. Several 
months ago Coakley suffered an at- 
tack of influenza from which he 
had apparently recovered.

DISCLOSES HE SHOT 
MAN FOUND SLAI 
“NBURNING AUTO 


Ed Pohnman Believes Rob- 
ert Hollenbach Is One He 
Fired at in East St. Louis 
Holdup. 


MACHINE CRASHED 
AND CAUGHT FIRE 


Coroner’s Jury Returns Ver- 
dict of Justifiable Homi- 
cide After Surprise Wit- 


ness Appears. 


Ed Pohiman, proprietor of a 
downtown East St. Louis cigar 
store and gaming establishment, 
testified today at a Coroner’s in- 
quest that he thought he was the 
slayer of Robert Hollenbach, whose 
body was found in an automobile 
in front of 1250 State street after 
a crash and fire about 2 a m. 
yesterday. 

Pohiman testified that he fired 
five shots at a holdup man who 
tried to rob him in front of his 
home at 527 North Fourteenth 
street at 2 a. m. yesterday. A few 
minutes later he heard that an 
automobile had crashed and 
burned a@ block from his home, he 
said. This morning he learned that 
the body of a man found in the 
wreckage bore two bullet wounds. 

The Coroner’s jury returned a 
of justifiable homicide, 
naming PohIiIman as the man who 
shot Hollenbach. Policemen ex- 
pressed the opinion that Hollen- 
bach, a St. Louis restaurant cook, 
collapsed a short distance from the 
scene of the shooting, and that his 
car then went out of control. 

Chief of Police Leahy quoted 
his widow as admitting today that 
he had been dealing in liquor, in a 
Small way. She declared she had 
no idea that he was a holdup man. 

With Three Companions. 

On the witness stand Pohlman 
declared he did not report his 
brush with a highwayman to the 
police until yesterday noon because 
he did not know that any of his 
bullets had found a target. 

He testified that he left his place 
at 345 Missouri avenue, in the busi- 
ness district, shortly before 2 a. m. 
in company with Joe Sullivan, John 
Halloran and Kevin Kane, the last 
an East St. Louis attorney. 

“We were driving in Halloran's 
car,” he said, “First we took Sul- 
livan to his home on Eleventh 
street, near State. Then we let 
Kane off at his house at 545 North 
Thirteenth street, which is also 
just off State street. 

“Near Kane’s home I noticed that 
another car with a California li- 
cense plate was following us. It 
kept right behind us as we drove 
north to College avenue, east to 
Fourteenth, and then back south 
toward my home at 527 North 
Fourteenth street. , 

“I told Halloran to slow up and 
pull over, to see if the other fellow 
was following us. He did, and the 
other driver slowed up, too. 

. “When we stopped in front of 
my house I got out. I had just 
put my feet on the ground when a 
man jumped out of the other car 
and came toward me. 

Halloran Drives Away. 

“‘Put up your hands,’ he said. 
He had a pistol in his hands. I 
said to Halloran, “This is a holdup, 
pull away,’ and slammed his door. 
Halloran drove away. 

“I started to back away up the 
walk to my house. The holdup 
man kept after me. I said ‘Don't 
come any closer or I'll stop you.’ 
He kept on coming. I pulled out 
my revolver and fired five shots. 
He fired at me—four times, I 
found later, when I counted the 
marks of his bullets on my house 
and the house next door. 

“He ran to his car, jumped into 
it and drove away toward State 
street. A few moments later Hal- 
I told him what 
had happened and he told me there 
was a car afire, a block away on 
State street, but I thought nothing 
of it and went to bed.”

FOLLOWERS TO BE 
FREED THIS WEEK

500 of the Non-Violent Politi- 
cal Prisoners in India 
Start Home Today.

NEW DELHI, India, March 9.— 


Under the terms of the recent 
agreement between Viceroy Lord 
Irwin and Mahatma Gandhi, 24,000 
non-violent political prisoners will 
be released this week. 


Never before in the East have 
80 many prisoners been freed at 
one time, The first group of those 
arrested for their effort to liberate 
India from British domination was 
set free Saturday in various jails 
throughout the country. Five thou- 
sand others will start home today 
and the releasing will continue 
daily until the prisons have been 
emptied. 

This wholesale amnesty will lift 
an enormous administrative  bur- 
den from the shoulders of authori- 
ties as well as save the Govern- 
ment the cost of feeding those con- 
fined. : 

Of the prisoners, who are clas- 
sified as A; B and C groups, the 
A class will be the first freed. They 
comprise persons of superior so- 
cial status. Their daily food al- 
lowance is 24 cents and they re- 
ceive privileges denied the humbler 
classes. 

Those in group B ee to the 
middle classes and receive 20 cents 
a day for rations. The C prisoners 
are of lower caste and receive 16 
cents. Such conveniences as a reg- 
ular bed, table and chair are de- 
nied them.’ 

Gandhi, who spent several 
months in jail for his political of- 
fenses, was freed some time ago. 


TEMPERATURE 15 IN LONDON, 
LOWEST IN LAST 15 YEARS 


Cold Wave Moves From Continent 
Over Island; Many Lambs 
Killed in Scotland,

LONDON, March 9.—The tem- 
perature - dropped to 15 here to- 
day, the coldest in 15 years. The 
cold wave moved over from the 


continent, accompanied by a heavy 
snow in the north and east, but

Northern France, Germany, Bel- 
gium, Scandinavia, Austria and Po- 
land all were affected by the un- 
usual cold. Snowdrifts blocked 
highways and delayed trains, while 
where it was warmer swollen riv- 
ers threatened serious floods.

McCluney Finds He Suf- 
fered Aberration. 


OVER HIS FINANCES 


Only Ailment He Could 
Discover Was Cold and 
: Bronchitis. 


A Coroner’s verdict of suicide 
while suffering a temporary mental 
aberration was returned today in 
the case of James McCluney, part- 
ner in McCluney & Co., investment 
bankers, who killed himself yester- 
day with an automatic pistol at, his 
home, 4917 Pershing avenue. 

The inquest was held in the pri- 
vate office of Coroner Dever, who 
returned the verdict without a jury 
being present. 

Witnesses were Mrs. Mabel Mc- 
Cluney, the widow; Louis J. Nico- 
laus, a friend, and Dr. William 
Winn, Coroner's physician, who 
treated McCluney last week for 
bronchitis. The witnesses said that 
McCluney had no financial or do- 
mestic troubles, but was deeply 
worried over his physical condition, 
although not suffering from any 
chronic ailment. 

Testimony of Widow. 

Mrs. McClyney told of going to 
her husband’s bedroom on the sec- 
ond floor of the home about 10 a. 
m, yesterday to inquire if he want- 
ed breakfast. On receiving a neg- 
ative answer she returned to the 
first floor. Shortly after 1 o'coick 
she.again went, to her husband's 
room, Mrs. McCluney said. His 
appearance alarmed her, she said, 
and she telephoned Nicolaus, who 
summoned Dr. Winn. The physi- 
cian and Nicolaus discovered that 
McCluney had shot himself 
through the left breast with a 
.45-caliber pistol, which was be- 
side the body. The report of the 
shot was muffled Ly the bed cloth- 
ing and was not heard by persons 
in the house. 

In response to the Coroner’s -in- 
terrogation, Mrs. McCluney_ said 
their domestic life was free from 
trouble, and she knows of no fi- 
nancial worries that could have 
caused her husband's action. The 
pistol, purchased by McCluney 8sev- 
eral years ago, was kept in a hol- 
ster in a chifforope in McCluney’s 
room, his wife testified. 

Patient Was Morbid. 

Pr. Winn told of treating Mc- 
Cluney for bronchitis and a nerv- 
ous condition at Missouri Baptist 
Hospital last week. 

“There was no chronic condition 
that I could find,” Dr. Winn said. 
“However, Mr. McCluney was mor- 
bid, and appeared to be afraid of 
something, indicating a psychosis 
of some sort. I asked him to ex- 
plain what was worrying him, but 
he would not discuss his trouble 
with me. I sent him to the hospi- 
tal for three days, and the coid 
responded to treatment to the .ex- 
tent that I permitted him to g0 
home Saturday.” 

Nicolaus, vice president of Stifel-

Many Others Involved. 


“Carrying this to its logical con- 
clusion, not only.the seller of the 
corn sugar would be equally guilty 
with the users, but the transfer 
company. which hauled thé sugar, 
the railroad which transported it, 
the warehouse concern which 
stored it, the utility companies 
which furnished the water and 
power used in the process, and the 
bank which cashed the draft in 
payment, would all likewise be 
guilty. 

“I asked Marks Alexander, As- 
sistant United States Attorney at 
Springfield, whether the Govern- 
ment’s theory would hold the rail- 
road and the others equally guilty, 
and I understood him to reply that 
it would. I shall plead this point 
in the appeal.” 

The Hubinger Co. is liable, under 
its conviction, to a fine of not more 
than $10,000, to be imposed by 
Judge FitzHenry. 

Carroll said the number of law- 
yers present at the trial in Spring- 
field, as observers, was unusually 
large. He talked to members of 
the jury panel ifter they were dis- 
charged, in the presence of the 
prosecutor, Alexander. One of the 
jurors, according to Carroll, said: 

“We decided that the orders 
from the Capitol Products Co. 
(Zito’s Springfield concern) to the 
Hubinger Co. were so large that 
the Hubinger Co. should have made 
inquiry to find if .he sugar was 
being put to legitimate uses. As 
they failed to do that, we thought 
them guilty.”

Other members of the jury, Car- 
roll said, agreed with this state- 
ment as to the jury’s conclusion, 
and Alexander, according to Car- 
roll, declared, ““‘That is exactly the 
theory of the Government in this 
prosecution.”

Before leaving for the capital last 
night, Lemon said he would return 
to St. Louis later in the week to 
appear before the Grievance Com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion, which plans to question all 
persons involved in the bond re- 
covery, beginning tomorrow after- 
‘noon. 

It is not expected that Lemon will 
tell the committee the details of 
his negotiations, inasmuch as he re- 
fused last week to testify before the 
grand jury, standing on his consti- 
tutional right on the ground that 


any statement he made might tend 


to incriminate him. 

The Bar Association’s investiga- 
tion, intended to determine if the 
bond recovery reflects on the asso- 
ciation or any of its members, will 
begin at 2 p. m. tomorrowin the 
office of Clarence F. Wescoat, the 
Grievance Committee’s secretary, in 
the Mississipp: Valley Building.

range in Greece, the scientists said. 

From the Valandovo region came 
unconfirmed reports that several 
villages had been razed, with the 
dead numbering 100 or more. 

Geysers spouting hot water and 
steam appeared in the foothills and 
as the cold rain fell on them 
clouds of steam rolled through the 
valleys. 

Six thousand persons have been 
driven from their homes and many 
of the homes were destroyed, the 
reports said. Troops have set up 
shelter tents and temporary  bar- 
racks. 

One -report said the town of 
Strumnitza had been partly de- 
stroyed. It figured prominently in 
the Balkan wars. Cafe ceilings 
crashed in on patrons. 

At 5 o’clock this morning the 
seismoOgraph here registered a vio- 
lent shock with an epicenter about 
5655 miies away.

SALESMAN HELD FOR HOMICIDE 
AFTER KILLING OVER A WOMAN 


Gustave Schulz Alleged to Have 
Knocked Man to Pavement; 
Bond $5000. 

A verdict of homicide, holding 
Gustave Schulz, 31 years old, a 
salesman, 5974 Southwest avenue, 
for the grand jury under $5000 
bond, was returned today by a 
Coroner’s jury in the death of Esco 
Barger, 39, a mechanic, 766 North 
Euclid avenue.

Fall in City 2.7 Inches; Autos 
and Busses Stalled on 
- Highways. 


Missouri and [Illinois were 
emerging today from the grip of 
the heavy snowstorm of Saturday 
and yesterday, but many roads 
still were blocked by drifts, Motor 
travel to the north and west was 
cut off yesterday. 

St. Louis had comparatively lit- 
tle difficulty from this storm, the 
only consiflerable snowfall of the 
winter here. From Saturday morn- 
ing to yesterday afternoon the fall 
aggregated 2.7 inches, the heaviest 


coming Saturday night. Ice 
caused the greatest trouble, in- 
terfering with street traffic and 


ditching automobiles in the . sub- 
urbs. The lowest temperature was 
only 26 degrees at 8 a. m. yester- 
day. 

Bright sunshine today began 
melting the snow in Missouri and 
Illinois and continued fair weather 
is in prospect. The snow was ex- 
pected to be beneficial to crops, 
giving the ground needed moisture 
after the long drouth; fruit trees 
were not broken by the snow and 
it was not cold enough to hurt 
them. County Farm Agent Meier 
said the outlook for crops in St. 
Louis County this year was good. 

Motor bus travel to the north 
and west of St. Louis has been 
halted since Saturday, but there 
was a prospect that some of the 
lines could be reopened by this 
evening. U. S. Highway No. 40 
was blocked ith Warren and Mont- 
gomery Counties, Missouri, stop- 
ping Kansas City traffic until to- 
day, but was open to Indianapolis. 
U. S. ‘No. 61 was blocked until to- 
day north of St. Charles County, 
as was State Highway No. 94 
in that county. U. S. No. 66 was 
closed by drifts until today at Sul- 
livan, Mo., and between Carlin- 
ville and Springfield, Ill. 

Missouri . highways radiating 
from Columbia, Jefferson City. 
Fulton, Mexico, Moberly. Rolla and 
other centers and U. 8S. No. 36 be- 
tween St. Joseph and Hannibal 
were. closed to traffic since 
Saturday because of drifts blown 
by the wind. The snowfall in 
some of these sections was 10 
and 12 inches. In Illinois, Route 
No. 3 was blocked south of Jack- 
sonville, No. 2 north.of Pana, No. 
1 north of Danville and No. 25 
north of Urbana. It was possible 
to reach Chicago by road today via 
Staunton, Pana and Springfield.

A leather sheath for the stilleto 
was found in Jones’ coat pocket. 
His clothing had not been dis- 
turbed and the ‘blade had not 
pierced his outer garments. Miss 
Williams said he had threatened 
previously to kill himself and had 
placed the stiletto against his chest 
to demonstrate the most effective 
thrust, telling her be knew of no 
better way to die. 

The body was found as guests 
were leaving the party shortly be- 
fore 1 a.m. They had noticed 
earlier. that the automobile _re- 
mained in front of the residence, 
but had assumed, they said, that 
Dr. Jones had fallen asleep in it. 


Separated From Wife. 


Dr. Jones was 51 years old and 
lived in an apartment adjoining his 
dental offices at 438A Missouri ave- 
nue, East St Louis. His wife, who 
was Miss Nellie M. Farthing until 
their marriage in 1925, obtained a 
decree of separate maintenance two 
years later and now lives with her 
parents at Olney, Ill. Before her

High 
winds and high tides continued to- 
day along the New England coast. 

The Vivian, a dory, which left 
Greenport, L. L, Friday morning, 
was washed ashore last night near 
Orient Bay, L. I., ‘her four passen- 
gers missing and presumably lost 
at sea. 

Automobile accidents in New 
York City in which seven persons 
were killed were attributed to storm 
conditions. Four automobile 


were laid to the storm. Many per- 
sons were hurt by falling signs, 
trees and poles, 

Water Front Gnawed Away. 

Long stretches of waterfront 
were gnawed away on Long Island / 
and a’few summer homes were 
swept out to sea. The roof of a 
Bronx church was torn off, endan- 
gering 200 children. Lighting sys- 
tems were wrenched out of order. 
The Jersey meadows were trans- 
formed into lakes. The tide rose 
almost to the top of the Battery 
sea wall for the first time in many 
years. 

Thirteen inches of snow fell at 
Rochester. Roads in the Adiron- 
dacks were blocked. Heavy snow- 
drifts are reported at Middlefield, 
Mass., in the Berkshires and in 
Vermont.

Rutland, Vt. 
Train Stuck Five Hours, 

Twenty-five passengers were ma- 
rooned in a New York Central pas- 
senger train for five hours in a 
snow bank at Rosiere, N. Y., last 
night. Snow drifts five to 20 feet 
deep blocked highways in North 
Adams, Mass. Fifteen automobiles 
weer stalled along the route to 
Stamford, Vt., and 25 persons were 
forced to spend the night in farm 
houses.

day blizzard in the corn belt states 
of the Middle West supplied a 
great blanket of snow to relieve 
the previous lack Of moisture. It 
also gave thousands of men some 
brief employment. In Chicago 
35,000 men were put to °*work 
clearing away the drifts. 

Agriculturists believe that the 
storm benefits will far outweigh 
the damage to property. Prof. R. 
A. Moore of the University of Wis< 
consin said the storm meant “hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to 
the future crop output.” 

Sixteen deaths in the Middle 
West have been attributed to the 
storm. Thirteen of them occurred 
in Chicago, where a youth: was 
electrocuted when he touched a 
high tension wire while sweeping 
snow from the top of a street car.

Compares It With Others Pro- 
posed; Likes Rehkop’s Best 
of Four Bills. 


The St. Louis Bureau of Munici- 
pal Research today announced the 
results of its study of the problem 
of reshaping the State senatorial 
districts. It states that Senate Bill 
28, introduced by Senator Rehkop, 
provides a better redistricting plan 
than any of four other bills for the 
same purpose, now being consid- 
ered. ‘ 

The bureau has also prepared a 
plan of its own, and compares that 
plan with Senate Bill. 28. It states 
that Senate Bill 28 is better 
from the standpoint of equality of 
population, while the bureau's 
measure is more successful in fur- 
nishing compectness of districts. 

Not only Senate Bill 28 and the 
bureau’s proposal, but all the pend- 
ing bills, it is declared, would af- 
ford a vast improvement over the 
present districts, which were con- 
stituted in 1901, and were grossly 
unequal in population even then. 

Both Senate Bill 28 and the bu- 
reau's proposal would give S&t. 
Louis seven Senators, instead of the 
present six; St. Louis County two 
and Jackson County four. Both 
measures, it ig figured, would give 
17 Republican and 17 Democratic 
districts. The figuring of political 


of the last four elections for Judge 
of the State Supreme Court. This 
was considered a fairer test than 
the vote for President, Senator or 
Governor, as personalities entered 
less into the votiag for Supreme 
Judge. 

Two of the bills now pending 
provide eight Senators for S&t. 
Louis. The bureau discusses the 
unequal distribution of the parties 
in St. Louis, Kansas City and out- 
state. It says the present system 
is fundamentally unfair. 

The present proposals for revis- 
ion, it ts stated, are the most satis- 
factory possibie under the present 
system. It is pointed out that, un- 
der the present system, 51 per cent 
in any district elects a Senator, and 
leaves the 49 per cent unrepre- 
sented. As some districts are more 
heavily partisan than others, 
political. complexion of the Senate, 
even under the fairest districting 
possible, may not correspormd with 
that of the State. 

As an example of this, the seven 
new St. Louis districts are al) fig- 
ured as Republicans, and the four 
Jackson County districts as Demo- 
cratic, leaving the Democrats un- 
irepresented in St. Louis and the 
Republicans unrepresented in Kan- 
sas City. “Fortunately.” it is stated, 
“this mathematical set-up rarely 
works out in practice, and a minor- 
ity party is almost always repre- 
sented.”’ 

Better results, it is argued, would 
be obtained by the Hare system of 
proportional representation. Under 
the Hare system, representation 
would reflect almost the exact par- 
ty strength in accordance with the 
votes cast.

Alfred Suraud Tells Police He 
Was “Drunk When He 
Wounded Walter Shaw Jr. 


Alfred 8 unemployed 
chauffeur, admitted today that he 
shot and seriously wounded Wal- 
ter Shaw Jr., 23-year-old sales- 
man of Oii City, Pa. in a holdup 
on a parking lot at 3525 Wash- 


ington boulevard early Friday, 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser an- 
nounced, 


Chief Kaiser quoted Suraud, ar- 
rested a few hundred feet from 
the scene of the shooting, as mying 
he was drunk at the time of the 
holdup, “hazy” about what had 
happened, but “satisfied? he was 
the holdup man whe shot Shaw. 
Meanwhile, Shaw is in City Hos- 
pital suffering from bullet wounds 
in the abdomen and left arm, in- 
flictead when he put up a fight 
against being robbed. His condition 
is serious, but physicians think he 
is likely to recover. 
Suraud is quoted by Kaiser as 
admitting ownership of a revolver 
found under his hat in the alley 
back of the lot, in which he was 
arrested by Patrolman Otto Luerk- 
erath. 
‘Thursday night and early Fri- 
day morning I drank a pint and a 
half of whisky,” Suraud recited. 
according to Kaiser. “Just before T 
started for the parking: lot to pull 
a holdup I drank the last half pint. 
“IT don’t clearly remember what 
happened after that. Everything is 
about the evening fn my 
one. But the revolver you found 
in the alley is mine and so is the 
hat. And I was arrested there, too, 
so I’m satisfied I did the shooting. 
I'm awfully sorry for the young 
fellow that was shot and I hope he 
gets well.” ; 
Shaw, a guest at Hote! Statler, 
and Miss Dorothy Duddleston of 
1325 Baugh avenue, East St. Louis, 
had left the Fox Theater @ few 
minutes™before the holdup.

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Calls Russia Colossal Failure 
- That Is Gaining Strength Daily 


Maurice Hindus, Writer, Says It Is Trying to 
Create New Civilization With Freedom — 
of Individual Suppressed.. 


The Russian communist experi- 
ment was described by Maurice 
‘Hindus last night at the Liberal 
Forum of the Y. M. H. A. as “a 
collossal failure—except that this 
faflure gains greater strength from 
day to day.” 

Not for 60 or 60 years can it he 
accurately judged, said Hindus, 
who is the author of “Humanity 
Uprooted,” praised by Havelock 
Ellis as the “most competent and 


best balanced” book on the new 
Russia which has come to his no- 
tice. 
Junior League . series, and will

He described Russia as a land 
commonly were business men, cler- 
gymen and bootleggers, and divorce 
was “cheap as a malted milk in St. 
Louis.”’ It has, he remarked, 
“none of the things we believe de- 
sirable’’—no free speech, no free- 
dom of the press and no “opposi- 
tion” political party, since “all the 
guns are on one side.” 

Amazing Experiment. 

“Russia ‘is a colossal tyranny,” 
he said. ‘“‘But remember that this 
tyranny is subordinated to the 
most exciting, most :?:rucial and 
most far-reaching experiment of 
all history, not only in _ political 
forms and economic methods, but 
in pure human relations. 

“Russia ig still running to the 
left, farther and farther away from 
Western civilization. It is attempt- 
ing to create a civilization the like 
of which the world has never seen. 
It is turning out a type of mental- 
ity, of psychology, of human be- 
havior different in .aamany ways 
from any we have ever known.” 

' Remarking that Western civili- 
zation was based fundamentally on 
private property, religion and the 
family, he said that Russia was 
smashing private property, driving 
out. religion and inaugurating 
changes from the individualistic 
family. . 

Business Root of All Evil. 

“The Russians,” he continued, 
“consider business the root of all 
evil, the cause of all wars, all so- 
cial inequality, hates. religious 
views and cycles of false prosperity 
and want. They believe the first 
thing to do is to smash business, 


and thereby eliminate the chief 
cause of all social evils. 
‘A Russian college student is 


| heartily ashamed if his father is in 
‘business. He never admits it to 
other students. The business man 
in Russia not only has been 
stripped ef everything he ever had, 
but has been crowded down to the 
lowest pit of social degradation. 
/That alone makes Russia a land 


/apart.” 
Describing the country as a 
| “hypertrophied General Motors 


Corporation owned and operated by 
the Government,”’ he discussed the 
'“five-year plan” to develop indus- 
try and declared that, whether the 
‘plan were consummated “in five 
'years of 25,” it would, “of course,” 
inot mean the flooding of this coun- 
try with Russian products. He said 
| he believed no one outside of Rus- 
sia had any idea of the immense 
‘production that country could ab- 
sorb, and explained, as Premier 
‘Molotoff pointed out yesterday in 
opening the All-Union Soviet Con- 
gress, that Russia had to export in 
order to import. 
Food Exportation Tragic. 

“Russia’s tremendous buying 
power, which now means millions 
a year to American business,” he 
said, ‘‘will be fully developed only 
after the five-year plan is realized.” 
He said the necessity of exporting 
was a factor in the shortage of food 
which last summer was the “most 
severe and most tragic” of the 
regime. 

Russians, he said, were athiests 
and proud of it, an attitude which 
made their movies somewhat amus- 
ing to Occidentals. He related that 
religious teaching outside the home 
for children less than 18 years old, 
was forbidden, and quoted a popu- 
lar slogan: “Religion is poison; 
keep it awdy from children.” 

,. “To them,” he explained, “reli- 
gion is only a helper and a defend- 
er of private jroperty, and there- 
fore has suppressed the masses. 
3ut the national Government does 
not propose to close churches

to worship in them. Where such 
churches have been closed, they 
have been reopened time after 


time by appeal to the national Gov- 
ernment. This has happened in 
Lutheran and Roman Catholic 
churches, and Jewish synagogues.’ 
Bibles for Cigarette Papers. 

For the ease of the apparent 
transformation to atheism, he ad- 
vanced the explanation that, ‘de- 
spite regular church-going, Rus- 
sian peasants had never been re- 
ligious. Always puzzled a bit by 
religious fundamentals, he _ seid, 
they had embraced atheism as vast- 
ly simpler, and, he declared, were 
using up Bibles for cigarette pa- 
pers. 

Revolutionary changes in the 
family, indicated by the spread of 
communal nurseries and revision 
of the laws to make divorce and 
marriage “easy and cheap and sim- 
ple,’’ he said, might be explained 
by a belief that “the family must 
no longer be pampere’, but dem- 
onstrate its right to exist by sur- 


viving on its own strength.” It fs 
SO surviving despite liberties ap- 
proaching ‘‘free love,” he _ said, 
partly because the Russians were 
“great lovers of children” and 
“healthy in sex.”’ 

Telling of a Russian divorce 


where the husband kept the chil- 
dren and the wife paid alimony, he 
said, “The Russian woman bobbed 
her hair and smoked cigarettes 80 
years ago. She was ‘the first 
‘emancipated woman.’ One finds 
very few heroes in the old litera- 
ture, only: victims, but there is al- 
most always a heroine.” 

He attributed the enormous dif- 
ficulties of modernizing farm pro- 
duction—woefully short of Rus- 
sian needs—in part to “the fact 
that the Russian peasant is the 
most colossally ignorant farmer in 
the world.” 

“Everywhere you go in Russia 
you see cucumbers,” he said. “If 


ant doesn’t know how to grow 
them. Only 4 or 5 per cent are 
fairly decent farmers.”’ 

Collective Farming. 

He told how this tiny percentage, 
at the beginning of the Russian 
program for coliective farming, 
had been led, by regulations pen- 
alizing them, in effect, for their 
comparative efficiency, to slaugh- 
ter or seil their livestock that it 
had gained them, thereby contrib- 
uting a chief, factor to last sum- 
mer’s food shortage. 

“Those regulations have been 
changed,’ he said, “and the Russian 
peasant is being told that collec- 
tive farming is a step toward bet- 
ter homes, better clothes and a bé@t- 
ter life. That’s why Russian peas- 
ants are beginning to go in for col- 
lective farming—not only ~ the 
greatest agricultural revolution the 
world has ever known,-but also the 
greatest social revolution. 

“There, I bélieve, is the coming 
power in Russia, the mystery of 
Russia’s future, a power that is 
just beginning to realize its 
strength. The end of the Russian 
experiment cannot be foretold, will 
not even be in sight until after the 
peasant has been effectively heard 
from.”’ .

10 ANNUL FEDERAL 
WATER POWER ACT 


Brief Filed Assails Plea of 
Appalachian Co. for “Mi- 
nor Part’”’ License on New 
River.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—In a 
brief filed with the Federal Power 
Judson King, 
director of the National Popular 
Government League, a non-partisan 
organization, declared that the Ap- 
palachian Electric Co., a subsidiary 
of the Electric Bond & Share Co., 
Was attempting to nullify the Fed- 
eral Waterpower act by demanding 
a “minor part” license for a 80,- 


000-horsepowef project on the New 
River, near Radford, Va. 

If the commissiv.: grants a 
“minor part” license for the proj- 
ect, the Appalachian company will 
be able to escape the audit super- 
vision of the commission. As a 
representative of the electric con- 
sumers of the country, King  in- 
sisted that the company should be 
compelled to submit to full regu- 
lation by the commission. 

Consumers Not Represented. 

Hearings on the project were 
held by the commission last. month. 
When no one appeared to repre- 
sent the consumers, King demand- 
ed that he be allowed to bring at- 
torneys to defend the public in- 
terest. This plea was denied, but 
the commission announced thar 
King would be allowed to file a 
brief.

Justice Holmes on 90th Birthday 
“A Devoted Worker, Invincibly Young,” 
_ Hughes’ Tribute in Radio Address 


Supreme Court Member 
Honored as ‘A Constant 
Contradiction of All That 
Age Implies’”—Opinions 
“As Valiant as They Are 
Astute.”

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Jus- 
tice Oliver Wendell Holmes of the 
United States Supreme Court went 
about his duties as usual today, 
exemplifying his philosophy of 
work as expressed by him in a ra- 
dio address on his ninetieth birth- 
day yesterday. 

“The work is never done while 
the power to_work remains,’”” he 
said. 

He spoke only a few brief sen- 
tences last night in response to 
tributes which included a eulogy 
by Chief Justice Hughes. 

“In this symposium my part is 
only to sit in silence,” he said. ‘To 
express. one’s feelings as the end 


But I may mention one thought 
that comes to me as a listener-in. 

“The riders in a race do not stop 
short when they reach the goal 
There is a little finishing canter 
before coming to a standstill 
There is time to hear the kind 
voice of friends and to say to your. 
self: ‘The work is done.’ ”’ 

“But just as one says that, the 
answer comes: ‘The race is over, 
but the work is never done while 
the power to work remains. The 
canter that brings you to a stand- 
still need not be only coming to 
rest. It cannot be, while you still 
live. For to live is to function. 
That is all there is in living.’ 

“And so 1 end with a line from 
a Latin poet who uttered the mes- 
sage more than 1500 years ago 
‘Death plucks my ear and says— 
Live—I am coming.’ ” 

Voice Does Not Falter. 

Those in the room with him at 
the study of his home, saw that the 
tributes affected him. His voice, 
however, did not falter. He 
showed no signs of nervousness 
when before the microphone. 

All of the speakers quoted from 
his addresses, writings and deci- 
sions. Dean Clark of the Yale Law 
School said Justice Holmes was so 
often ahead of his time that those 
who dissented with him often 
found themselves agreeing: later. 
Charles A. Boston, president of the 
American Bar Association, said he 
had profoundly molded the law 
and those who make it a profes- 


sion. They spoke from the studios 
of the Columbia System in New 
York. 


Justice Hughes’ Address. 

Following is the text of Chief

“The nation salutes Mr. Justice 
Holmes on this happy and unique 
anniversary.

Chairman James C. Stone of the 
Federal Farm Board, successor to 


Alexander Legge, announced yes- 
terday that plans started under 
Legge would be carried out with- 
out change, especially as they ap- 
plied to the grain and cotton sta- 
bilization corporations. 

Stone admitted that some of the 
$500,000,000 revolving fund sup- 
plied to the board might be lost, 
but added that “many losses sus- 
tained will be small in comparison 
with the benefits 
and, for that matter, to the country 
as a whole.” 

The board, said the new chair- 
man, looks forward hopefully to 
the accomplishment of two major 
objettives: 

First, the development of a mar- 
keting system in the interest of 
the producer by the elimination of 
waste and unnecessary costs, by the 
improvement of grading, packing 
and processing of the product, by 
the elimination of the evils of com- 
petitive selling and by the organ- 
izing of a complete selling system 
which will enable co-operatives to 
deal with buyers on a basis of 
equality. 

Second, through co-operative or- 
garmzation to bring about conelist- 
ent progress in the adjustment of 
production to potential demand. 
The goal is the maximum price for 
farm products which economic 
conditions justify. 

“Out of experience,” said Stone. 
“the Farm Board has developed 
the conviction that farmers can- 
not meet their business problems 
except through organization. It is 
hopeless to expect that: six and a 
kalf million producing units can 
individually maintain a profitable 
level of production in a_ society 
where organization is the rule. Ac- 
complishments in marketing and 
in the adjustment of production 
will be small.as long as farmers 
seek to deal with these problems 
as individuals.

Bernard M. Baruch submitted a plan to the War 
Policies Commission on Friday for taking the profit

“Guaranteeing standardized and 
satisfactory lighting systems. 
“Adjusting players to altered 
hours, playing conditions and home 
life. 

“Finding out if night baseball 
interferes with the home life of 
fans. 

“Determining if players devel- 
oped at night stand up well under 
daylight playing. 

“Deciding whether it is feasible 
for minor league teams to play out 
a season’s schedule in which night 
and day games are mingled. 

“As the owner or a major league. 
club, Mr. Bay’s primary concern 
with night baseball is to find out 
whether the young men he devel- 
ops in his minor league club under 
the fleod lights are going to be just 


the major league. In other words, 
does night baseball require a dif- 
ferent brand of ability than day- 
light baseball? 

“We have not had.,data enough 
to answer this question as yet. It 
may be noted that several players 
who were stars under night condi- 
tions were discards under daylight 
conditions. The name of Pitcher 
Tony Kaufmann of the Houston- 
Cardinals combination has been 
mentioned, along with others. The 
facts are too meager to decide. 
Many players tell you certain forms 
of pitching get by under the lights 
that could not make good by day. 
But, of course, that brings up the 
question of whether this is merely 
due to the lighting system. 

“My investigations show that 
only a few electric lighting plants 
diffuse a uniform light over the 
entire playing field.. I found a 
great variability in intensity at dif- 
ferent portions of the field, under 
certain lighting systems, some of 
which showed as low as 10-candle- 
power at one point of the field and 
as high as 10 or 20 at others. In 


as valuable when they move up to | 


“We cannot at this time, guess 
the effect of the mixed day light 
and night play; but the season's 
campaign ought to decide whether 
the lights are here to stay or not. 
“One or two clubs in the Coast 
League which last year put in elec- 
tric lights will not use it, this year, 
I am told. 


“Players almost without excep- 
tion are opposed to night baseball. 
They declare the visibility never is 
as good as in the day time and that 
both batting and fielding are af- 
fected. Probably their opinion is 
based by the inconveniences to 
them of night baseball. Not the 
least of these is the problem cf 
when to eat. If they dine at the 
normal evening hour, they are un- 
fit for the game. If they wait un- 
til after the contest it is near mid- 
night before they dine, which is 
unhealthful in several ways. Then 
again the home life of the player 
who is married is almost wrecked 
by night baseball. In addition, 
managers complain of the difficul- 
ty of keeping pitching arms in 
shape. One manager told me that 
he had to watch his pitchers close- 
ly to keep their arms protected 
against the night air. There is no 


player. 

“Then again changing from day 
to night baseball playing, under 
unequal lighting condition, gets the 
player’s goat in some cases. 

Fan’s Home Life. 

“There is also the fan’s home life 
to be considered. The working man 
who has to be on his way to a 7 
a. m. job is not likely to stay up 
many nights to attend a baseball 
game that would not let him 1re- 
tire before 11 p. m. or later. 

“But principally the owner of 
a big club with minor affiliations 
wants to use his minor league plant 
for development purposes. If 
night baseball produces a brand 
of players who can not function so 
well.in the day time, then the 
night baseball fever will die out.”

Breakfast first,’ because it is 

here that eggs are most popular. 
One successful menu calls for 
stewed’ prunes, eggs baked in 
whole wheat biscuits and some- 
thing to drink.

Luncheon is often a “pickup” 
meal, and how good these made- 
up dishes can be. Many women 
plan for them and cook extra po- 
tatoes and other vegetables so that 
there will be some left over. Boiled 
potatoes, carrots and peas are 
sometimes combined with sliced 
hard cooked eggs and white sauce, 
covered with crumbs and baked. 
This is really a. one-dish meal, so 
it is only necessary to serve with 
it bread and butter and dessert— 
a fruit dessért preferably. Another 
egg combination is made by put- 
ting stewed tomatoes in a casserole 
and dropping eggs on the toma- 
toes. Sprinkle with grated cheese 
and bake in a moderate oven (3590 
degrees F.) until the eggs are firm. 
With this serve baked potatoes, 
bran muffins and a simple des- 
sert. 
Eggs for dinner must be dressed 
up to be satisfactory. Eggs Bene- 
dict are considered a great deli- 
cacy. For these, split and toast 
English muffins (or use rounds of

Few home makers know that 
crackers make a delicious variety 
of pudding. - Use 20 common or

Butter the crackers, arrange in a

Bake in a slow oven, 300 degrees 
F’., for three and one-half hours. 
Recipe makes 18 servings.
